BAD BLOOD. 


A DoubleDeath Affair at Johnesville, 
Plumas County. 

A shooting affray occurred last Sat- 
urday at Johnsville, near the Plumas 
Eureka mine, the particulars of which 
a GazeTre reporter obtained from Mr. 
Willoughby, the driver of the stage on 
that route, The trouble occurred be- 
tween two men named Redoni and 
Frank Stout. It seems that the latter 
owed Redoni a whisky bill of $1.25. 
Upon an attempt to collect the bill a 


dispute arose between the two men, 
during which Stout abused Redoni, 
using very harsh language, and struck 
him. After continuing the wrangle 
for some time they separated, Stout 
seating himself upon the porch of a 
house, where he remained until he saw 
Redoni coming toward him, when he 
crossed the street to Curtis’ Hotel. 

Just as he got inside Redoni came in, 
and presenting a pistol at Stout said: 

“You —— —— ——, take that back.” 
Stout quickly collared Redoni, who 
was a small man, and in spite of the
